Amendments to the ^hdms 



Claim 1 (currently amended): A paint roller franfie conq)rising a shafi having a handle 
portion fixedly secured to a handle and a roller cage assembly mounted on the opposite 
end of said shsA for suqpporting a paint roller sleeve ttereon, wherein: 

said roller cage assembly is generally perpendicular to said shaft's handle portion; 

said roller cage assembfy conq)rises a bearing portion and an outer portion vAAch 

is removable to pemiit replacement of the roller sleeve; 

said bearing portion is mounted on said shaft that is passing through an opening in 
the bearing portion; 

said bearing portion has a supporting sur&ce to support the paint roU^ sleeve and 
an annular (inner) fece against which an adjacent (inner) end surfece of the roller 
sleeve core can be urged to prevent the paint roller sleeve fiom axial sliding and 
to inhibit paint flow into the interior of tihe core; 

said outer portion having a supporting sur&ce to support the paint roller sleeve 
and an annular (outer) &ce against which an adjacent (outer) end sur&ce of the 
roller sleeve core can be urged to prevent the paint roller sleeve from axial sliding 
and to inhibit paint flow into the core interior; 

said bearing portion and said outer portion further comprising mating connection 
means and, for painting, dir e ctly and firmly connected using the se forming a 
mating connection between said portions meaas-having characteristics that ensure 
&st and tight trq)ping of the core and that prevent weakening of the sleeve 
squeezing vMg painting. 

Claims 2 (original): A paint roller fiwne as clain^ in claim 1 Anther conqirising two 
resilient wasli^ adjacent to said inner and outer annular &ces to significantly inqnove 
sealing of the core's interior and to create a strain that prevents unscrewing of the outer 
portion and, therefore, further ensures secure sleeve squeezing during painting. 

Claims 3 (original): A paint roller fi'ame as claimed in cl^ 

fiirther corr^rises a washer to prevent leaks inside ^ roller cage assembfy along the 

shaft through said opening in die bearing portioiL 

Claims 4 (originaQ : A paint roller frame as claimed in claim 1 vAmsstc the length of said 
roller cage assembty is adjustable by repositioning of the roller cage parts allowing usage 
of the same roUer fiame with roller sleeves of different lengths. 

Claim 5 (canceled) 

Claims 6 (original): A paint roller fi-ame as claimed in claim 1 wherein said roUer cage 
can be removed from the shaft, disassembled for maintenance or replacement of worn 
parts, ass^bled again, and mounted on tte shaft with tte help of conventional tools. 

Claims 7 (original): A paint roller frame as claimed in claim 1 ftirther conq)rising a clip- 
on end wig that can be mounted on the cylinder sur&ce of said annular frice of the outer 



end assembly con^rising of a cap and a painting portion attached to the cap; said 
painting portion nside of a material simikir to the covering of the paint roller sleeve. 

Claim 8 (previously amended): A paint roUer frame as cl^^ witha 
conventional U-shaped shaft also con^rising a hook located near the end of the shaft's 
handle portion that is close to the paint roller sleeve; such a position of tte hook allows 
the roller frame to be moimted hi^er on a grid (a paint rack) festened in a paint bucket; 
the hook that is located this way keeps the roller sleeve resting above the paint in the 
highest possible positk>n to let more paint be pored in the paint bucket wi^out the paint 
roller sleeve soaking the paint. 

Claim 9 (previous^ amended): A paint roller frame as claimed in claim 1 with a 
conventional U-shaped shaft also comprising a plastic sheathing for the portion of the 
metallic shaft of the paint roller frame adjacent to the paint roller cage assembly to 
eliminate dark marks on walls as a result of occasional touching walls by said portion of 
the shaft during painting.
